In twelve towns 
in England the death rate was 261 2 per 
thousand before drainage and other 
sanitary measures were introduced, after 
which it was reduced to 21 1-5 per thou~« 
sand, a reduction of 10152 per cent, o1 
ive in a thousand, 

Two hundred years ago the death rate 
in London was 80 per 1000, By drainage 
und other sanitary measures it has been 
reduced to 21 1-2 per 1000, notwithstand- 
ing the increased and crowded population, 
Part of this improvement may be at- 
tributed to better living and clothing. 

Newport, R, L. is a resort tor the peo- 
ple of wealth asa watering place for

THREE HUNDRED MILES OF Pipe, 
A singular project is on foot in the Penn 

| 8yivania oll regions, to construct a pipe 
line to the seaboard for conveying oi! 
| Nearly allthe pipe line compantes in that 
| region are co-operating in this enterprise. 
| They have the exclusive right to lay a 
| pipe anywhere within the State, and they 
have also secured a charter from the 
State of Maryland granting them like 
| priviloges there. The engineer appointed 
for the purpose has examined the subject 
and made his report. He recommends a 
line of uniform diameter, rather thana 
line varying from four to six inches, the 
largest and light sections being placed 
where the pressure is the least. Accord 
ing to his estimates a four-inech line 800 
miles long, would cost $792,000; a five- 
inch line, $1,888,000, and a six-inch line, 
$1,584,000.

State Board of Health of Massachusetts, 


we find an interesting paper by Dr, A. I. 
Nichols, of Boston, giving an account of 


an outbreak of disease, caused by impure 
ice, at Rye Beach, a popular re- 
sort in New Hampshire, at the beginning 
of the season in 1875. Many of the guests 
in one of the large hotels were taken 
with nausea, giddiness, loss of appetite, 
diarrhaa, and other symptoms, not gen 
erally, but in some severe. Dr. 
Nichols made a thorough investigation, 
aud traced the trouble, beyond sll doubt, 
to the ice used at the hotel. This conclu- 
sion was confirmed by an examination of 
the pond from which the ice was taken, 
and when the use of the ice was aban- 
doned, the sickness immediately ceased. 
The impurity of the water, in this case, 
arose from marsh mud and decomposing 
saw-dust, the pond being small and shal- 
low and with a saw-mill aboye it. ‘The 
condition of the water was such that no 
one would haye been tempted to use it for 
drinking purposes. 

This subject has not, so far as we know, 
been extensively investigated; but the re- 
port of sickness at Rye Beach, with the 
limited experience others that has 
come to our knowledge, to us to 
render it certain: 

First, That freezing water 
to any extent, remove impurities 
ter; 

Second, That it is advisable to look 
after the quality of the ice that is furnished 
us, and to use ice-water for drinking pur- 
poses with much caution; and 

Third, That never, in any case, should 
ice be furnished to the publle tor general 
purposes, from any river or pond the Was 
ter of which is not perfectly for 
mestic use and for drinking.
